CLARENCE WHITE and his ONCOCYCLUS HYBRIDS 


In 1573 the Mourning Iris, |. susiana, was brought from the 
gardens of Constantinople to Holland. Never was such a beauti- 
ful and exotic flower seen. Since then, collectors have constantly 
combed the desert lands of the near east for the many species 
of oncocyclus iris found there. Millions of plants and seeds 
have been exported to gardens all over the world. Every at- 
tempt was made to grow the wild forms, but few gardeners 
have even been able to flower them. Although the hybridizing 
of “‘oncos” started along with the first efforts to breed iris, 
only moderate success was achieved by the Dutch and other 
Europeans. Vast sums of money have been spent in the effort 
to establish some strong garden plants with Onco character. 

Easily the most outstanding figure of all time in this de- 
velopment is Clarence White. As a young man his time was 
given to manufacturing, and he worked in the development of 
modern farm machinery. He also farmed on a large scale in 
Florida and Hawaii. Very early he sold these interests and re- 
tired to Redlands where he and his family worked hard with 
painting, crafts and the hybridizing of plants. His artist’s eye 
was captured by the exotic beauty of the oncos and the diffi- 
culty of the project was a challenge to his creative imagination.

—Nelson of Hilly, Susan of Hilly, Mozo, Cogette, Oyez, Near 
East, Sardis, Tophilly, Some Love, etc. These oncobreds are 
closer to the early Dutch introductions but with stronger blood 
lines and more varied and of finer quality.
